The Japanese unwed Naguyabu wis located and it wis ascertaim 
ed from him that the electric motors were the property of a Chine 
ese factory at 159 Tanyange road and that during the hostilities 
he had bern reguested by another Japanese naied sugiwara to look 
after the factory on behalf of the owner. 

When questioned regarcing the seine Wiaken that they had 


been stolen by Chinese who were arrested by Japanese ‘Military 


Tengoon-Chemulpo Rd. and that the motore were founc to belong

authoritics had managed to stop this well-organized daylight 
robbery. . The least the Police could do was to do their 
best to protect the property or to conduct an inv-stigation 
to ascertuin the nature of the organization and ths kind 
of perso.us who are removing Chinese property, because 

i such removal of property might have not been dons with the 
” approvel of the Japanese military authorities.s It is 
a black mark against the senior Japanese nilitary officers 
for not making a frank acknowledg-mente There is some 
doubt in the case because up to the preset the Japenese 
have not made any such public announcement on the following 
lines,zor instance, "As we are short of scrap iron end ; 
other matcrials for the mannfacture of firearms, ::¢ have 
te rob Chincse iron works and remove the scrap iron from 
these \orks to Japan®, according to our observation, 
the r.moval of iron may have been promoted by a certain 
privats organization with which the Japanese authorities 
did not care to interfere. All other property in the 
Hongkewv District will be stole if such acts of robbery 
are allowed to continue. If strong action is adopted, 
such acts will be curbede 

The Police should, at least, conduct an 
invc 3tigation into the amount of machinery and other 
articles that have been removed oerd should do tnzir utmost 
to put a stop to such removals. If the Police 
eannot do this, they should, at least, publish ths facts 
regarding such removalse
